Most of 
these painters are employed at 
maintenance in hotels, office build- 
ings, department stores, private and 
semi-private institutions, public 
utilities, and private and semi- 
private schools and colleges. 

The Painters Union until 1929 
paid no attention to the unorgan- 
ized field and was in the main con- 
ferred to new construction work 
which was controlled by the organ- 
ized labor movement. The bulk of 
the apartment house work was or- 
ganized after 1936, following elimi- 
nation of the corrupt Zausner 
clique from the District Council 
when the rank and file took over 
the administration. With organiz- 
ing of the real estate work, thou- 
Sands of non-union painters be- 
came members of the organization. 

MEMBERSHIP DOUBLED 

The membership more than dou- 
bled and even at that time the ad- 
ministration felt that it would be 
necessary to expand so as to bring 
under contro] of the Painters Union, 
all painting work in the city of 
New York. 

Most of the non-union painters, 
employed on a monthly basis, re- 
ceived from $80.00 a month. Under

With powerful anti-New Deal forces pull- 
ing the strings, Aiken has issued a summons 
to Governors of Western and Southern states 
to resist the Federal flood-control program. 
Working smoothly as a well-oiled scheme,’ 
prepared in advance as part of a nation-wide 
conspiracy against the New Deal, five New 
England governors have quickly answered his 
astonishing summons to march under the 
banner of a new Secession movenftnt. 

‘The facts are plain. To prevent a repe- 
tition of the disastrous 1936 floods, the Fed- 
eral Government proposed to build flood-con- 
trol dams in Vermont, near the headwaters 
of the Connecticut River. The existing Flood 
Control of 1936 passed by Congress and the 
State law of Vermont adequately cover the 
situation. But Aiken has sought out and 
found what he believes is a sabotaging tech- 
nicality. He claims that it is not enough for 
the Government to pay for the land necessary 
for the dams; the Government must also 
pledge to pay the taxes which the State will 
lose after the dam is built. 

And on this flimsy pretext, Governor 
Aiken has taken his stand against protect- 
ing millions of New England families from 
flood disaster! Of course, there is also the 
additional fact that Aiken is a puppet of the 
Power Trust, which fears the competition 
of cheap electricity. 

Far from defending the “rights” of the 
people of the New England states, this latest 
move will rob the people of their urgent right 
— adequate inter-state Federal protection 
from floods and similar disasters. 

“State’s Rights” has always been the 
cloak behind which the treasonable enemies 
of the American nation’s democratic unity 
have invariably taken their stand. In the 
South Carolina Nullification Convention of 
1832, which led to the Civil War, it was 
“State’s Rights” which cloaked treason to the 
United States. Once before, in the 1815 
Hartford Convention of the Federalists, se- 
cession and treason lifted their heads when 
the ship-owning Tories threatened to leave 
the Union. Is Governor Aiken anxious for 
another firing on Fort Sumter? Do Gov- 
ernor Aiken and his Tory allies aim at a new 
Confederacy ? 

For it is obvious that if they can block 
Federal flood-control under the banner of 
“State’s Rights,” they will be well on their 
way to disrupting not only the entire 
achievement of New Deal social reform, 
but the very unity of the Amer- 
ica of 1939 and future. 

That is exactly what has to be stopped 
right now by the indignation of the people 
of New England and the nation, 5
